Background 

A key  goal  in  Alberta  Education’s  Three-Year 
Business  Plan  is  to  set  clear  learning  outcomes 
and  high  standards  for  each  area  of  learning  and 
to  communicate  these  effectively.  To  help 
achieve  this  goal,  Alberta  Education  has  launched 
the  Classroom  Assessment  Materials  Project. 

Alberta  Education  is  responding  to  teachers’  long- 
standing requests  for  high  quality  assessment 
materials.  Recently,  during  province-wide 
consultations  with  parents,  teachers,  school 
administrators,  trustees  and  representatives  of 
business  and  professional  groups,  Albertans 
expressed  the  need  for  a common  understanding 
of  the  provincial  standards. 


Assessment  Areas 

Packages  of  assessment  materials  for  use  by 
classroom  teachers  will  be  prepared,  initially,  in: 

- English  Language  Arts  (1-12) 

- Mathematics  (1-12) 

- Science  (1-12) 

- Social  Studies  (1-12) 

- Frangais  (1-12) 

- French  Language  Arts  (1-12) 

- English  as  a Second  Language 

- French  as  a Second  Language 

- Career  and  Technology  Studies. 

The  materials,  and  others  to  be  developed  in 
support  of  the  learning  outcomes  listed  in  the 
Three-Year  Business  Plan,  will  be  practical  and 
readily  useable  in  the  classroom.  Materials  will 
be  available  in  English  and  French. 

Project  Outcomes 

The  project  will  result  in: 

- a clearer,  more  broadly  held  understanding 
of  provincial  standards 

- availability  of  high  quality  assessment 
materials  in  English  and  French  for 
teachers  and  students 

- improved  communication  among  students, 
parents,  teachers  and  the  principal  about 
grade-level  expectations  and  results. 
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Intended  Use 

The  materials  will  be  designed  for  end-of-grade, 
-course  or  -module  expectations  and  not  for 
ongoing  classroom  or  diagnostic  assessments. 
Teachers  may  use  the  classroom  assessment 
materials  whenever  they  need  to  find  out  about 
a student’s  performance  in  relation  to  provincial 
standards.  They  may  choose  to  work  with  other 
teachers  in  using  these  materials.  Teachers 
may  also  add  to,  or  modify,  the  materials  as 
necessary. 


A Classroom  Assessment  Materials  Project 
Advisory  Committee,  composed  of 
representatives  from  the  Alberta  School 
Boards  Association,  the  Alberta  Teachers’ 
Association,  Universities  Coordinating  Council, 
Association  canadienne-frangaise  de  I’Alberta, 
College  of  Alberta  School  Superintendents, 
and  the  Public  Colleges  and  Technical 
Institutes  of  Alberta,  will  advise  on  all  aspects 
of  the  project  and  evaluate  its  effectiveness. 

Assessment  Package 


In  keeping  with  the  government’s  intent  to 
place  as  much  instructional  decision  making  as 
possible  in  the  hands  of  the  classroom  teacher, 
forthcoming  directives  will  make  it  clear  that 
project  materials  are  intended  solely  for 
classroom  teacher  use  in  assessing  learning. 
The  materials  are  not  to  be  used  for  evaluation 
of  teachers  or  school  programs  or  for  any  other 
purpose  imposed  by  those  external  to  the 
classroom. 

Our  achievement  testing  and  diploma 
examination  programs  will  continue  to  provide 
needed  information  about  how  well  students  in 
our  schools  and  districts  are  doing. 

Development 

Classroom  teachers  will  be  involved  in 
developing  the  materials.  They  will  also  be 
able  to  support  the  project  by  field  testing  and 
advising  on  the  appropriateness  of  each 
package.  Their  involvement  is  essential  for  the 
preparation  of  quality  assessment  packages. 

Alberta  Education’s  funding  for  the 
development  of  the  assessment  materials  is 
coming  from  a reallocation  of  existing 
department  resources. 

Partnerships 

Project  materials  will  be  developed  in 
consultation  with  the  Alberta  Teachers’ 
Association,  Alberta  School  Boards  Association, 
College  of  Alberta  School  Superintendents,  and 
Alberta  Assessment  Consortium,  so  as  to 
minimize  any  duplication  of  assessment  efforts. 
Business,  professional  and  community  groups 
will  be  consulted  as  well. 


Each  package  will  include: 

- Learning  Outcomes:  the  full  range  of 
broad  learning  outcomes  from  the  program 
of  studies,  upon  which  the  assessments  will 
be  based. 

- Assessment  Criteria:  a statement  of  the 
criteria  used  forjudging  student 
achievement  at  the  acceptable  and 
excellent  levels  relative  to  expected 
learning  outcomes. 

- Blueprint:  a map  of  assessment  design 
indicating  weightings  and  emphasis,  and 
the  relationships  among  knowledge,  skills 
and  attitudes  to  be  assessed. 

- Assessment  Materials:  a variety  of 
assessment  tools,  including  tests, 
performance  tasks  and  other  assessment 
activities,  together  with  scoring  criteria, 
cut-off  scores  and  samples  of  student 
work  that  illustrate  provincial  standards. 

- Field  Testing  Information:  context  for 
field  testing  the  assessments  and  how 
well  students  in  field  test  classrooms  did. 


Availability 

Assessment  packages  will  be  available  for 
teacher  use  according  to  schedules  set  for  each 
learning  area.  Many  of  the  assessment 
instruments  will  be  field  tested  in  May/June  1995 
and/or  in  May/June  1996.  Most  packages  will  be 
available  for  teachers  by  the  spring  of  1997. 


Plans  for  teacher  inservice  in  the  use  of  the 
materials  will  be  prepared  soon. 


Cost  and  distribution  of  the  materials  has  yet  to 
be  determined.

8th  International  Organization  for 
Science  and  Technology  Education 
(IOSTE)  Symposium 

Alberta  Education  will  be  hosting  the  8th 
International  Organization  for  Science  and 
Technology  Education  (IOSTE)  Symposium 
here  in  Edmonton  in  August  1996. 


IOSTE  is  an  international  organization 
comprised  of  policy  and  decision  makers  in 
science  and  technology  education  representing 
over  65  countries. 

Its  major  goals  are  to  identify  the  changing 
science  and  technology  needs  of  humankind 
and  nations,  and  to  track  world  trends  in 
science  and  technology  education  through  its 
symposia. 

The  theme  of  the  1996  symposium  is  Science 
and  Technology  Education  for  Responsible 
Citizenship  and  Economic  Development.  The 
intent  is  to  acknowledge  the  emerging 
demands  on  science  and  technology  education 
worldwide;  that  is,  to  prepare  students,  citizens 
and  a skilled  work  force  who: 

• make  appropriate  decisions  regarding  local 
and  global  environmental  issues 

• make  wide  use  of  natural  resources 

• contribute  toward  responsible  economic 
development  in  a highly  competitive  and 
integrated  global  economy. 

The  theme  also  addresses  the  critical  question, 
“What  knowledge  and  skills  do  young  people 
need  in  order  to  play  a constructive  role  in 
sustaining  the  environment  and  a healthy 
economy.”  Subthemes  include: 

• Evidence  of  the  Need  for,  and  the  Nature 
of,  Science  and  Technology  Education 

How  can  science  and  technology  education 
contribute  to  a healthy  environment  and 
economic  development,  and  be  relevant  to 
the  modern  world  of  business  and  industry, 
and  to  an  individual’s  everyday  life? 

• Policy  Directions  in  Science  and 
Technology  Education 

What  scientific  and  technological  literacy 
will  be  required,  regionally  and  globally,  in 
the  21st  century? 

• Promising  Practices 

What  are  the  latest  innovations  in  school 
science  and  technology  education, 
particularly  as  they  relate  to  responsible 
economic  development  and  a healthy 
environment? 
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The  bid  to  host  the  symposium  was  made  by 
Raja  Panwar,  Program  Manager,  Secondary 
Science,  at  the  7th  Symposium  in  Veldhoven, 
Holland,  in  late  August  1994.  The  success  of 
the  bid  was  based  upon  the  many  letters  of 
support  from  government  departments, 
business  and  industry,  and  the  advice  from 
Edmonton  Tourism.  These  letters  of  support 
convinced  the  IOSTE  Executive  Committee 
that  Albertans  support  science  education  and 
are  enthusiastic  about  hosting  this  prestigious 
international  event.  This  event  will  be  a first 
for  the  province  of  Alberta. 

This  international  symposium  will  also  have  a 
regional  and  a national  focus.  Symposia  within 
the  symposium  that  complement  current 
initiatives,  such  as  the  Western  Protocol  for 
Collaboration  in  Basic  Education  and  the 
national  School  Achievement  Indicators 
Program  (SAIP),  are  also  planned.  This  will 
give  the  western  provinces  an  international 
perspective  on  what  students  need  to  learn  and 
help  them  to  work  together  on  establishing, 
communicating  and  achieving  high  standards 
in  science  and  technology  education.

Novels  and  Nonfiction 

The  new  1994  senior  high  school  English  novels 
and  nonfiction  list  approved  for  English  10,  13, 
20,  23,  30  and  33  was  distributed  to  senior  high 
English  department  heads  in  May  1994.  This 
new  listing  of  approximately  130  titles  is  an 
amalgamation  of  new  titles  and  titles  from  the 
1983  list.  They  include  a variety  of  themes, 
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historical  periods,  points  of  view,  levels  of 
difficulty,  maturity  levels,  cultures  and  countries, 
as  well  as  Canadian  titles.  Since  the  LRDC  will 
not  be  stocking  the  new  authorized  titles, 
schools  may  continue  to  use  their  favourite  book 
distributors  or  contact  either  United  Library 
Services  or  National  Book  Service,  both  of 
which  will  be  stocking  all  the  titles. 

Teachers  should  note  that  some  titles  contain 
content  that  may  be  sensitive  in  some 
communities.  Titles  should  be  preread  and 
selected  carefully  in  order  to  meet  student 
needs  and  community  expectations. 

Teachers  making  selections  may  wish  to  consult 
the  new  Senior  High  English  Language  Arts 
Novels  and  Nonfiction  Annotated  Listing,  1 994. 

It  is  available  for  purchase  from  the  LRDC.  The 
annotations  provide  some  plot  and  character 
information,  identify  topics,  issues  or  language 
that  may  be  sensitive,  and  note  those  titles 
requiring  a mature  reader  or  those  best  offered 
for  independent,  small  group  or  optional  study. 

Titles  from  the  1983  list  that  will  be  withdrawn 
August  31,  1995  were  also  identified  in  the  May 
mail  out.

The  Student  Evaluation  Branch  has  provided 
either  a full  or  abbreviated  sample  test  for  each 
of  Biology  30,  Chemistry  30,  Physics  30  and 
Science  30.  These  were  mailed  to  schools  with 
the  diploma  examination  bulletins  at  the  end  of 
September.  For  the  1994-95  school  year,  the 
final  examinations  for  Science  30  will  be 
provided  by  the  Student  Evaluation  Branch  to 
be  marked  by  the  teacher. 

Teachers  may  adjust  the  scoring  guides  to  suit 
their  individual  classroom  needs,  but  are 
reminded  that  the  examination  must  count  for 
at  least  30%  of  the  final  mark  in  order  for 
students  to  be  eligible  for  the  Alexander 
Rutherford  scholarships.  The  diploma 
examinations  for  Biology  30,  Chemistry  30  and 
Physics  30  will  be  marked  by  Alberta  Education 
with  the  help  of  teacher  committees  and  will 
count  for  50%  of  the  student  final  mark.  At  this 
time  Alberta  Education  has  not  developed 
question  banks  for  the  30-level  sciences.

The  booklet  also  provides  a synoptic  of  Alberta’s 
people,  plants  and  animals,  forestry,  energy, 
agriculture,  urbanization  and  natural  areas. 
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The  council  has  prepared  a curriculum 
correlation  for  elementary,  junior  and  senior 
high  school  social  studies,  junior  and  senior 
high  school  science  and  biology,  environmental 
and  outdoor  education,  and  agriculture. 

Once  teachers  view  this  resource,  they  may 
see  additional  curriculum  correlations.  For 
example,  the  content  lends  itself  to  an 
intercurricular  approach  — the  data  can  be 
used  in  mathematics  problems  and  in  science 
and  social  studies  classes.
